improvement”. Medical care and 
urgent and emergency services 
were also inspected. 

The trust overall was moved to a

Dr Maureen Dalziel, chair¬ 
woman of the hospital trust, 
thanked staff and attributed 
improved safety and care to their 
efforts. 

She said: “On behalf of the 
board.

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Smoker pays price for f ^ hers 
dropping a cigarette £2,500 


SMOKING proved to be an expen¬ 
sive habit for a woman who failed to 
pay a penalty fine for dropping a cig¬ 
arette butt. 

Ana Simao of Kingston Road, was 
fined £500 after failing to pay a £75 
on-the-spot fine. 

Simao was seen by an enforcement 
officer dropping a cigarette butt on 
public highway outside a sandwich 
shop in Station Parade, Barking, 
before walking back into the shop. 

She was advised she had committed 
an offence of littering, a criminal 
offence, punishable upon conviction 
with a fine of up to £2,500 and a 
criminal record.On this occasion, she 


was issued with a £75 fixed penalty 
notice with no further action if paid 
within 14 days. 

But a council spokesman said: 
“Despite repeated letters to both her 
work and home addresses, Ms Simao 
failed to pay. She was summonsed to 
appear at Barkingside Magistrates’ 
Court on February 17 but she failed 
to turn up.” 

Councillors publicised the case in 
an attempt to send a message to other 
litterers. Cllr Laila Butt, cabinet 
member for enforcement and com¬ 
munity safety, said: “I do hope this 
sends a very clear message that 
whether you work in, visit or live in 


our borough you must have a sense of 
civic pride - you cannot turn our 
streets or public spaces into an ash¬ 
tray or worse and hope to get away 
with it. 

“What makes this particular offence 
worse is that there are a number of 
public bins she could have used right 
in front of the location.” 

Simao was ordered to pay a fine of 
£220, costs of £308 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £30 - a total of £558 and 
has been given 28 days to make the 
payment. 

Cllr Butt said: “Let this be a very 
clear warning that we will continue to 
clamp down hard on all grime crime.”

West Ham United 1-2 Chelsea 
Brian Jeeves reporting from the 
London Stadium 

WEST HAM United manager 
Slaven Bilic was frustrated with his 
side as costly defensive errors saw 
league leaders Chelsea plunder all 
three points on Monday. 

West Ham went into the contest 
without Michail Antonio, who sat 
out the match on a one-match ban 
following his sending off in the 
draw at Watford a week ago. 

His place was filled by Andy 
Carroll, returning after a spell on 
the sidelines with a groin injury. 

Chelsea travelled across the capi¬ 
tal sitting seven points clear at the 
top of the table. 

Under the guidance of head 
coach, Antonio Conte, Chelsea 
have produced an exciting brand of 
football that has seen them defeat¬ 
ed on just four occasions. 

Nevertheless, Chelsea were beat¬ 
en on their last visit to the London 
Stadium, as the Hammers recorded 
a 2-1 EFL Cup success in an event¬ 
ful clash back in October. 

Perhaps with that in mind, it was 
a raucous atmosphere that rang 
around the east Londoners new 
home as they looked to throw a 
spanner into the Blues seemingly 
relentless march towards the title. 

West Ham started the brighter, 
with Sofiane Feghouli and Robert 
Snodgrass offering a sizable threat 
from the flanks, with both Carroll 
and Winston Reid a whisker away. 

However, the home side failed to 


capitalise on early opportunities 
and when N’Golo Kante and Cesar 
Azpilicueta combined to send away 
Eden Hazard, he rounded keeper 
Darren Randolph to give the visi¬ 
tors the lead. 

As the half drew to a close, 
Manuel Lanzini fired over and 
Randolph did well to thwart Victor 
Moses and Pedro. 

Within five minutes of the 
restart, Chelsea doubled their 
advantage. 

Diego Costa arrived unchal¬ 
lenged to bundle home Hazard’s 
flag-kick. 

Courtois blocked from Feghouli, 
while Jose Fonte nodded over 
Reid’s centre as the home side des¬ 
perately searched for a lifeline. 

Randolph produced a fingertip 


save to prevent Costa adding to the 
Blues’ lead. To their credit, West 
Ham refused to buckle. 

To their credit, West Ham refused 
to buckle. However, both Mark 
Noble and substitute Sam Byram 
failed to deliver from promising 
wide positions as Chelsea other¬ 
wise comfortably controlled pro¬ 
ceedings. 

In the final stages, Fabregas fired 
over as Chelsea looked to put the 
result beyond reasonable doubt, 
while Carroll was unable to make a 
telling contact with Byram’s cross. 

Lanzini pulled one back in stop¬ 
page time, but the Blues never 
looked like needing the cushion of 
a third goal against a Hammers 
side that had displayed plenty of 
spirit, but ultimately couldn’t offer 


the same quality as their London 
rivals. 

Speaking after the game, Bilic 
said: “To make such a mistake that 
led to their first goal when we had 
our centre-backs in their box. 

“We should have put the ball 
back in, but we didn’t and they 
scored on the counter-attack. Their 
second goal was also a cheap one. 

“Basically, it’s very simple. If you 
want to beat Chelsea, then you 
can’t make those kind of mistakes.” 

Chelsea’s Conte, said: “They 
tried to put a lot of pressure on us. 
Don’t forget West Ham Chelsea is 
a derby and there is great difficulty 
in these type of games. 

“We were very good to manage 
the start of the game, then score the 
goal, and then control the game.” 

West Ham are next in action on 
Saturday, March 11 when they 
travel to the Vitality Stadium to 
face AFC Bournemouth (3pm).

Lifeline for O’s with biggest win of season

AFTER a week to forget both on 
and off the pitch, the defiant O’s 
cruised to their biggest win of the 
season in this basement battle. 

Josh Koroma crowned an out¬ 
standing performance with a hat- 
trick either side of the interval, 
after debutant Steven Alzate’s 
opener as the O’s ended their bar¬ 
ren run. 

Having endured incessant early 
Exiles pressure, with the recalled 
Charlie Grainger keeping the ship 
afloat with a series of fine inter¬ 
ceptions, Sandro Semedo started 
the eighth minute move that lead to 
Alzate applying the finishing 
touch. 

The score doubled just five min¬ 
utes later when Sam Dalby’s deft 
touch enabled Koroma to get in 
behind the Exiles’ defence and 
shoot under a stranded Joe Day. 

Newport nearly got back into the 


contest on 37 minutes, but 
Grainger earned his money with a 
fine tip-over from Marlon 
Jackson’s rasping drive. 

Two minutes of stoppage time 
were signalled and the young O’s 
sprung into life once again when 
Dalby lead a break from the 
halfway and Koroma, who had 
timed his run to perfection, netted 
with a fine, close-range strike. 

Straight after the turnaround, sub 
Sean Rigg was inches away, but 
soon after Koroma was cautioned 
for taking an alleged dive when 
Day, who clearly appeared to have 
caught the winger, should have 
been dismissed. 

But justice was done on 64 min¬ 
utes when Alzate was floored, in 
the box by a crude challenge. After 
some deliberation, Koroma 
grabbed the ball and completed his 
hat-trick. 

This was the first Orient league 
hat-trick since Ryan Jarvis netted 
three at Millwall in early 2007. 

The east Londoners had further 
chances to improve their goal dif¬ 


ference with Dalby and Semedo 
spurning half chances, but the 
faultless Grainger ensured his side 
kept a rare clean sheet. 

After the game the always 
grounded boss Danny Webb said:

“We can get out of relegation 
trouble - just look what Leicester 
did a couple of years ago.”
